point after a long argument at the 
conclusion of which Judge O'Rourke 
permitted the introduction of the rec- 
ord of the acquittal of Kennedy. 1 in

The Day's Testimony. 


Dr. K. .1. McOscar was the first -wit- 


ness'put on by the defense this morn- 
ing and by him it was ihown that the

dent and coroner's clerk during the in 
vestigation of Augsburger's death, de 
Bcribed the wounds in the head of lh« 
victim and iden-ified by means of a 
transcribed copy of his short hand 
notes the description dictated to him 
by Dr. W. W. Barnett at tho time of 
the autopsy. .This was not admitted 
in evidence as '.he state objected on 
the ground that it was no part of the 
official record on the coroner's inves- 
tigation.

the course they have taken. 


William D. Haywood, who goes on 


trial next Thursday, is charged with 
the actual murder of Governor Steu- 
nenberg. It is admitted by the pros- 
ecution that Haywood was not in the 
state of Idaho at the time the murder 
was committed, but the claim of the 
state is that. Haywood conspired with 
the actual executor of the crime and 
that therefore 
he is 
guilty of the 


crime. 


Purpose of Application. 


The purpose of the application for a 


bill of particulars on the part of the 
defense is to force the state to show, 
in advance of the commencement of 
tbe trial, in what manner the state 
expects to link Haywood 
with 
the 


murder. This would necessarily mean 
an expose of the 
evidence 
in 
the 


hands of the state and the motion for 
the bill of particulars will be vigor- 
ously opposed by the state's attorney.

Chicago, May 6.—The unseasonable 


weather which has prevailed lately 
throughout the grain sections oE the 
west has radically changed the situ- 
ation in the grain markets. At the 
same time ths reports from various 
sections are so contradictory that com- 
mission houses have been, largely at 
sea as to what actual .damage .has 
been done. There is, however, a gen- 
eral belief that the crop will be short 
as compared with that o£ last year, 
both in wheat and oats. 
The esti- 


mates of the deficiency run as high in 
winter wheat as 100,000,000 bushels. 
In addition to this the extreme cold 
which has prevailed almost continu- 
ously in the northwest part of this 
country and in Canada has greatly de- 
layed seeding operations. The loss of 
acreage that will result, as yet is a 
matter of conjecture, but the general 
belief on the board of trade here Is 
that it will be considerable.

from Missouri, Illinois, Nebraska, the 
valley of the Ohio river, and slight 
rainfall in Kansas. There has been,

This very statement carries its own 
answer. 


Shipper Is Sufferer. 


"An express company cannot justify 


a rate which, in comparison with other 
rates, is excessive and unreasonable, 
by showing that it gives a service that 
is exceptionally expensive, where the 
burden of the rate charged therefor, 
falling upon the shipper, increases an 
already sufficient return to the rail- 
road. An express company is entitled 
to charge a reasonable amount for the

New York, May 6.—"Our duty is to 


Bee that exact justice is done these 
nien," ' quotes President Roosevelt in 
his letter read before the Central Fed- 
erated • union 
yesterday, regarding 


Mover and Hay-wood, soon to be tried 
at'Boise, Idaho, for connection with 
the Steunenbevg murder. The presi- 
dent states that if evidence is submit- 
ted to him showing that there has 
teen 'a miscarriage of justice he will 
tiring such evidence to the attention 
of the attorney general for such ac- 
tion as may be in the power of the 
federal authorities to take. 


The letter was the president's for- 


mal reply to the committee of the un- 
ion which recently called on him in 
Washington and requested him to set 
forth his. attitude toward the accused 
men arid to explain why he had refer- 
red to them as "undesirable men." 


Copy Sent to Boise. 


Following the reading of the letter 


there was an 
animated 
discussion. 


during which John Henry, chairman 
of the committee that waited on the 
president, and 
William 
Coakley, a 


member 
of the committee, stoutly 


championed the position taken by the 1 
chief executive. One delegate charged 
that the president had evaded the is- 
sue, which brought out the rejoinder 
from CoaWey that the committee con- 
sidered the interview satisfactory, and 
that it was "not up to the president to 
prove that there had been a miscar- 
riage of justice, but to those defend- 
ing Moyer and Haywood." 


After several delegates had been 


heard it was decided to forward a 
copy of the letter to counsel for the 
indicted labor leaders and let them 
submit to President Roosevelt any 
evidence they might have that there 
had been a miscarriage of justice in 
the extradition of Moyer, Kaywood

lence with which the socialistic or 


labor papers like that of Debs and, 
I am sorry to say, some labor organ- 
izations, have insisted, without any 
knowledge of the facts, upon treat- 
ing these men as 
martyrs to the 


cause of labor, has unquestionably 
resulted in tremendous pressure be- 
ing brought to bear upon the author- 
ities of Idaho to discharge or ac- 
quit them whether guilty or inno- 
.ce'nt. 


Co-operation for Justice. 


"So far as the unions are anxious 


only to see that exact, justice is done 
these men: that 
they are given 


their full legal rights and not con- 
demned unless proved guilty of this 
specific aci, they are entitled to the 
cordial co-operation of al! just and 
fair-minded citizens. So far as by 
any action, or by murderous and 
treasonable language such as that 
quoted above from Debs (and oth- 
ers), they tend to bring pressure to 
bear upon the state authorities and 
the courts to obstruct, the course of 
justice and to render it difficult to 
convict the men if guilty, they are 
equally without, 
stint to be con- 


demned, and anything that the fed- 
eral authorities 
can do in either 


event, to further the cause of jus- 
tice is to be done."
